> just as well! And there are point-to-point solutions to keeping the 

> impedance reasonably constant, of course). 


Actually the first printed circuits date back to the late 1930's becoming 
popular in the mid-1940's. The first printed circuit boards used phenolic 
resins, i.e. Bakelite. Even today, there is a fairly large market for 

the XXXP and CEM type materials which are phenolic-based, especially in 
the far east. The XXXP material is a paper reinforced phenolic and the 
CEM material is a higher-tech hybrid with a paper reinforced phenolic 

core and fiberglass epoxy outer layers. 


I see nothing wrong with mixing printed circuits and vacuum tubes. In 
fact the current FR-4 epoxy-fiberglass board material is quite heat 
resistant and it works well with receiving tube sockets. Remember that 
printed circuit boards were developed to eliminate many of the wiring 
errors in point-to-point wiring. 


Finding sockets is becoming so difficult for many older tubes, that I have 
occasionally made my own custom sockets using connector pins removed from 
M/S connectors, etc. inserted in circuit board material. Add some Teflon 


heat-shrink (where necessary), high temperature epoxy, or RTV-60 high 
temperature silicone and you have a custom socket. Round machined-pins 
for integrated circuit sockets also work well as tube socket pins. I 
located a copy of the full JEDEC standard for tube pin dimensions so if I 
need an exotic socket, I just enter the dimensions into the printed 
circuit CAD program to locate all the holes in the right spots. There 
are all sorts of eyelets, turret terminals, etc. that are available for 
modern circuit boards that can be adapted to old-fashioned boatanchor use!

tube preamp, on thick glass-epoxy with the heavy foil traces and good 
attention to thermal and I42*R effects, that crossed my bench a long time 
back. It can be done, and done well; in the heyday of tubes, it usually 
was not.

I've owned a Drake R4-B/TX4-B/MN-4/SP-4 set, MSR-FM/P, Yaesu FRG-7, FT101E, 


736R, FRG-8800, and 757GX, Hallicrafters WR-3000 and SX-110. I've also owned 
an Austin Mini Estate (Woody Wagon) tricked up with full Cooper S gear, a '67 
Ford Cortina GT Mk2 and a '74 Jaguar XJ6. I loved them all while I owned 
them. I didn't make any money on them when I sold them. I also passed up a 
chance to buy a '67 XKE for $3500 (too poor at the time) and watched while a 
friend of mine "restored" it and sold it for $18,000. 


I know there are folks out there who would love to sell me an R-390A for $600 
to $1200 and have seen folks pay $200 more for a L-4 that I'd ever dream of. 
Somewhere along the way I realized that I just want a few things that I think 
are "nice", bought at a price that seems reasonable to me. So, I read the 
Yellow sheet and browse rec.radio.swap and keep my eyes open at the fleafests. 
It takes two to make a deal and patience pays off, eventually. I've bought 
radios that were dogs from guys who swore they were in great condition and 
resold them at a 40% loss because I was honest about their real condition. 


A Drake R-4B sold for about $260 new, and is going for about half that now, but 
when you rack in inflation/dollar depreciation, I'm not so sure it hasn't held 
it's value pretty well over the years. Certainly a whole lot better than the 
Macintosh Plus which sold for $2500 in 1986 and in worth about $100 today. 


If it's only about the money, we're deluding ourselves. I love the magic 

of tubes and the fact that with them I can hear someone from halfway around the 
world. Dials and glass vials that glow in the dark are exciting, even if they 
hum bit and aren't energy efficient. 


Let the ignorant and impatient blow their money on over priced stuff sold by 
folks looking to take advantage of them. A fool and his money are soon parted. 
Sooner or later sanity prevails.

Regarding Tom Adams' post relating to the Dynaco ST-70 amplifier and 
his offer of 7199 tubes at a price of $45 each: some comments..... 


This original posting DOES belong in one of the Rec.Audio BBSs. In addition 
to this, it should be obvious why folks convert amplifiers like this to other 
tubes -- the cost of 7199 tube replacement (need 2 each) is somewhat more 
costly than converting the amp to a 6AN8, one of many tubes utilized in popular 
modifications to the original circuit. Try posting this to Rec.Audio- 
High-End, where your offer would probably start a lively discussion on 

its own. I believe you can post e-mail to them at: info-high-audio@

There may be some information in a FAQ or archived information on various 
conversion schemes for the ST-70 in Rec.Audio-High-End. 


One more comment: According to my most of my audio engineering buddies, 
the 7199 tube is a notoriously flawed design. It is rare to find an OEM 

one in the box which operates reliably for a great length of time-- 

that is, without developing shorts and such. Although I have a small stash 
of them around in case a ST-70 shows up in a garage sale, I tend to believe 
that the folks at Antique Radio Supply Co. offer a replacement 7199 for less 
than the $45 which Mr. Adams offers, but let the reader make his/her own 
determination. I'd love to get $45 for each and every 7199 I have 

around my place, but would be incredibly upset if those tubes went south 
after twenty or thirty hours of use. 


At these rates, it probably pays to salvage the tubes and save the trannies. 
Give the heave-ho to the rest. Who says that glass is not worth more than

Subject: Viking II owners, pls read 


After picking up a ‘parter' I, upon getting it home it started to look a 
lot better than something for part but one thing so far has caught my eye 
and raised a question - specifically, the large 

oil filled capacitor C9 , 8 mf I think @ 1000 VDC. Is yours leaking any 
oil at all? The one I acquired yesterday I went to see thinking it was 
more for parts for my other Viking IIs, but it is in pretty good shape 
actually. Some of the caps look old of course, and I will use a Variac 
and see how well it all comes up. But..... I did see some oil on the 


capacitor C9, and wiped it off, and 

now will wait for a couple days to see if any more is apparently coming out. 
Given the amount of time this transmitter would appear to have sat 

unused, I would have thought that any oil left in it would be gone by 

now, all leaked out or something. It seems there is oil left in it (tap, 
tap, not too hollow). Maybe by definition they do have a little oil on them? 


Looking at my schematic I see nothing that defines it specifically as an 
oil transformer (these are not PCB oils by any chance are they, urp!!), 
so if it did leak a bit, (I only touched a bit of the oil, BTW), could 
the capacitor be replaced by a gang of capacitors (series, parallel) to 
equal the voltage, capacitance rating? 


I must admit I have not opened the other Viking II to see its C9, and my 
other one I have not picked up yet. Best ones stays, worst one is for 
stand-by or borrowed parts/repair comparison, middle one is for loan-out 
to a friend to run AM and to get back in worst case scenario (NOT for 
bagging, and investing and hoarding or sending to the East to retire on 
the profits!)
